To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Uttoxeter  Urban  District  Council 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  Uttoxeter  Urban  District  for  the  year  1967.  This  report  has 
been  drafted  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Ministry  of  Health 
Circular  1/68. 

On  the  1st  April,  1967,  some  40  acres  of  land  in  the  Uttoxeter 
Rural  District  upon  which  your  council  had  built  173  houses  was 
transferred  to  the  Urban  District  for  administrative  convenience. 

As  a  result  of  this  change  of  boundary  the  statistics  given  in  this 
report  represent  the  events  assigned  to  the  area  within  the  bound¬ 
aries  as  they  existed  at  the  date  of  registration  of  each  event.  To 
allow  calculation  of  valid  Birth  and  Death  rates  the  figure  used  in 
the  calculations  is  a  weighted  average  of  the  mid-year  population 
of  the  area  as  constituted  before  and  after  the  change.  The 
population  figure  is  calculated  only  for  this  purpose  and  does  not 
agree  therefore  with  the  official  population  figure  published  in  the 
Registrar  General’s  4  Annual  Estimates  of  the  population  of  England 
and  Wales  and  of  Local  Authority  Areas,  1967’,  i.e.  the  population 
figure  quoted  on  Page  6. 

The  most  dramatic  difference  between  the  vital  statistics  of 
1967  and  those  of  the  previous  year  concerned  the  infant  death  rate 
which  had  been  exceptionally  high  in  1966.  Only  one  infant  death 
occurred  in  1967,  that  of  a  2  months  old  boy  as  a  result  of  gastro¬ 
enteritis,  giving  the  lowest  infant  death  rate  per  1,000  live  births 
ever  recorded  in  your  district. 

After  two  years  of  being  above  the  national  average  the  birth 
rate  in  1967,  when  adjusted  for  age  and  sex,  dropped  a  little  below 
the  rate  for  England  and  Wales.  Of  a  total  of  156  births  5  were 
stillbirths  and  of  these,  4  were  premature. 

The  death  rate  per  1,000  estimated  population  was  a  little 
higher  than  that  of  the  previous  year.  Although  the  majority  of 
deaths  were  due  to  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  and 
coronary  disease,  the  percentage  of  cancer  deaths  rose  from  15  to 
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16.5.  Six  of  these  deaths  were  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung  (the 
corresponding  figures  in  1966  and  1965  were  2  and  4  respectively). 

Forty-one  per  cent  of  deaths  in  the  Uttoxeter  Urban  District 
occurred  over  the  age  of  75  years,  which  indicates  the  trend,  which 
is  a  national  one,  of  ageing  of  the  population.  There  are  problems 
associated  with  the  increased  number  of  elderly  in  the  community, 
some  of  which  have  been  commented  on  in  previous  annual  reports. 
For  example,  a  report  of  the  World  Health  Organisation  has  stated 
that  many  people  over  65  are  in  a  poor  state  of  health  to  which 
malnutrition  often  contributes.  It  adds  that  “the  need  for  a  well 
balanced  and  easily  assimilable  diet  in  old  age  is  not  yet  sufficiently 
recognised  either  by  old  people  themselves  or  by  those  responsible 
for  their  care”,  and  goes  on  to  say  that  meals  designed  for  the 
elderly  should  contain  a  high  proportion  of  protein,  with  an  adequate 
supply  of  vitamins,  calcium  and  iron. 

Studies  carried  out  in  Great  Britain  show  that  gross  mal¬ 
nutrition  is  not  commonly  found  in  elderly  people,  but  minor 
degrees  of  deficiency  diseases  may  exist  and  subclinical  malnutrition 
in  the  older  person  can  lead  to  poor  health  generally,  apathy  and 
disinterest.  These  studies  have  also  shown  that  elderly  men 
living  alone  and  cooking  for  themselves  fare  worse  than  women  in 
the  same  situation,  whilst  single  men  and  women  both  fare  worse 
than  married  couples. 

The  Meals  on  Wheels  service,  which  is  run  by  the  W.R.V.S. 
and  contributed  to  financially  by  the  County  Council  and  by  your 
Council,  and  the  Domestic  Help  service  make  their  contribution 
towards  improving  the  nutritional  state  of  certain  elderly  people, 
but  this  is  perhaps  only  the  tip  of  the  iceberg  so  far  as  the  elderly 
in  the  community  are  concerned.  I  should  like  to  see  a  luncheon 
club  providing  a  balanced  mid-day  meal  daily  for  those  older 
people  who  are  able  to  attend  and  the  Meals  on  Wheels  Service 
finding  it  possible  to  serve  those  who  are  housebound  or  incapacitat¬ 
ed  more  than  once  per  week  as  it  is  at  present. 

The  recently-  opened  Wilfred  House  Welfare  Centre  for  the 
Elderly  and  Physically  Handicapped  provides  a  wonderful  op¬ 
portunity  for  voluntary  organisations  in  the  town,  which  are  already 
doing  excellent  work  for  the  elderly,  to  extend  their  fields  of  activity 
in  this  very  worthwhile  direction. 

The  number  of  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  in  your 
district  in  1967  was  very  low  indeed,  there  being  only  39  notifica¬ 
tions  of  measles  and  5  notifications  of  scarlet  fever.  One  sometimes 
wonders  whether  it  is  still  worthwhile  having  scarlet  fever  included 
in  the  list  of  notifiable  diseases,  but  there  is  always  the  possibility  of 
the  germ  responsible  suddenly  becoming  much  more  virulent,  as 
has  already  happened  in  other  parts  of  the  world  and  in  this  country 
earlier  this  century,  in  which  case  an  outbreak  could  be  serious, 
particularly  if  a  food  handler  were  involved. 
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Undoubtedly  an  appreciable  number  of  cases  of  notifiable 
disease  are  not  notified.  This  is  particularly  true  of  gastro¬ 
intestinal  infections  so  that  outbreaks  of  diarrhoea  and  vomiting 
tend  to  spread  unchecked  in  the  community  without  an  attempt 
being  made  to  find  the  causative  organism,  and  a  great  deal  of 
valuable  epidemiological  information  is  lost. 

Comments  and  statistics  relating  to  the  environmental  services 
are  contained  in  the  body  of  this  report  and  particularly  in  that 
section  of  the  report  contributed  by  your  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  whom  I  thank  for  his  loyalty  and  assistance  during  the 
year  under  review.  My  thanks  are  also  due  to  his  deputy  and 
assistant  (unfortunately  the  latter  left  us  for  a  post  with  another 
authority  at  the  end  of  the  year),  to  the  clerical  staff  and  to  my 
fellow  officials,  particularly  for  their  contributions  to  this  report.

The  Urban  District  of  Uttoxeter  is  situated  in  the  centre  of 
rural  Staffordshire.  It  is  not  surprising,  therefore,  that  it  possesses 
a  thriving  cattle  and  produce  market  which  draws  patronage  from 
a  wide  area  and  brings  considerable  trade  to  the  town.  The 
number  of  animals  passing  through  the  cattle  market  has  increased 
steadily,  and  very  considerably  in  the  post  war  years,  and  it  is  now 
one  of  the  most  important  cattle  markets  in  the  Midlands. 

In  1951  the  Council  promoted  a  local  Act  to  enable  them  to 
acquire  the  Uttoxeter  Racecourse  which  had  become  derelict 
consequent  upon  its  requisition  during  the  war  years.  National 
Hunt  racing  was  recommended,  and  this  pleasantly  situated  course 
is  now  very  well  supported.  Despite  the  fact  that  the  majority  of 
racecourses  have  been  having  financial  difficulties  the  support 
which  the  Uttoxeter  course  attracts  has  proved  to  be  of  considerable 
financial  benefit  to  the  Uttoxeter  ratepayers. 

Uttoxeter  is  also  an  educational  centre.  Its  school  population 
numbers  approximately  2,300,  and  pupils  travel  to  Alleyne’s 
Grammar  School  from  as  far  afield  as  Cheadle,  Blythe  Bridge  and 
Tutbury.  The  children  enjoy  the  facilities  available  at  the  open-air 
heated  swimming  pool  provided  by  the  Council  and  opened  in  1963. 
The  pool,  with  a  diving  pool  and  a  children’s  pool  adjacent,  has  also 
proved  to  be  a  great  attraction  to  visitors. 

Uttoxeter’s  main  industries  are  an  agricultural  machinery 
works  and  a  biscuit  factory.  A  manufacturing  dairy  and  a  corset 
factory  also  provide  employment. 

In  recent  years  the  Council  has  acquired  and  serviced  a  site 
extending  to  approximately  26  acres  for  additional  industry  in  the 
area.  Part  of  this  site  has  been  acquired  by  a  petrol  and  oil  com¬ 
pany  for  the  extension  of  their  Depot,  and  other  firms  are  acquiring 
sites  on  the  remainder.

GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICE 


Laboratory  Service 

The  district  is  served  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at 
Stafford,  which  is  directed  by  the  Medical  Research  Council  for 
the  Ministry  of  Health.  Samples  and  specimens  submitted  by  the 
general  practitioners  and  the  Public  Health  Department  are 
examined  and  reported  on.  An  advisory  service  is  also  available  in 
the  event  of  an  outbreak  of  an  infectious  disease  such  as  food 
poisoning,  and  on  these  occasions  the  helpful  advice  of  the  Director 
is  much  appreciated. 

Ambulance  Service 

A  24  hour  Ambulance  Station  is  maintained  in  Uttoxeter  by 
the  Staffordshire  County  Council;  this  has  been  under  radio  control 
since  1956.  The  Station  is  manned  by  a  personnel  of  25  men. 

Nursing  Services 

In  your  district  there  are  two  full-time  District  Nurses,  one 
Midwife,  one  District  Nurse/Midwife  who  also  serves  adjacent 
parishes  in  the  Rural  District,  two  Health  Visitors  both  of  whom 
are  also  responsible  for  parishes  in  the  Rural  District,  and  one  part- 
time  Clinic  Nurse. 

Clinics 

During  1967  a  school  clinic,  an  infant  welfare  centre,  a  cervical 
cytology  clinic,  relaxation  and  mothercraft  classes  and  ancillary 
services  in  connection  with  the  School  Health  Service  were  pro¬ 
vided  at  Heath  House  Clinic,  Uttoxeter,  by  the  Staffordshire  County 
Council. 

Chiropody  Service 

This  service,  which  was  made  available  to  old  age  pen¬ 
sioners,  handicapped  persons  and  expectant  mothers  by  the 
Staffordshire  County  Council  in  1962,  continued  to  operate  through¬ 
out  1967,  treatment  being  domiciliary  or  at  Heath  House  Clinic 
according  to  need. 

Domestic  Help  Service 

This  service  is  provided  by  the  local  health  authority  under 
permissive  powers  deriving  from  Section  29  of  the  National  Health 
Service  Act,  1948.  In  your  district  12  part-time  Helps  have  been 
employed  during  the  year  and  50  cases  have  been  attended.

MEDICAL  EXAMINATION  OF  COUNCIL 

EMPLOYEES 

In  February,  1966  the  Council  approved  a  scheme  of  selective 
medical  examination  for  superannuation  and  sick  pay  purposes. 
The  modification  has  operated  successfully  in  other  authorities 
where  it  has  been  introduced,  and  has  resulted  in  a  saving  of  time 
and  medical  fees. 

The  basis  of  the  examination  is  a  very  detailed  questionnaire 
which  incorporates  permission  to  consult  the  applicant’s  general 
practitioner  or  consultant  if  a  previous  history  of  illness  is  given. 
The  answers  are  then  assessed  and  if  necessary  a  medical  examina¬ 
tion  is  carried  out.  If  the  applicant  has  not  been  X-rayed  recently 
an  appointment  is  given  for  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit. 

The  figures  given  apply  to  both  Uttoxeter  Urban  and  Rural 
Districts  since  most  appointments  are  made  jointly.  Fourteen 
questionnaires  were  completed.  In  one  case  a  medical  examination 
was  required  and  the  applicant  was  subsequently  considered  un¬ 
suitable  for  admission  to  the  sick  pay  scheme.

However  tuberculosis  is  still  a  more  frequent  cause  of  death 
than  any  of  the  other  notifiable  acute  specific  infections,  and  while 
improved  economic  and  social  conditions  have  played  a  part  in 
reducing  the  incidence  of  this  disease  the  traditional  preventive 
measures  and  contact  tracing  must  be  pursued  with  diligence. 
These  measures  include  the  mass  radiography  service  and  BCG 
vaccination  of  contacts  and  in  schools. 

With  regard  to  BCG  vaccination  in  schools  this  service  is 
offered  to  all  children  in  the  first  year  of  the  senior  school.  It  is  a 
pity  that  more  parents  do  not  give  their  consent  for  tuberculin 
testing  to  be  carried  out,  for  it  not  only  sorts  out  those  suitable  for 
vaccination  but  brings  to  light  those  in  whom  there  is  a  strong 
positive  reaction  and  in  whom  an  annual  incidence  of  tuberculosis 
of  the  order  of  3.50  per  1,000  may  be  expected  in  the  next  24  years. 
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These  strongly  positive  reactors  need  supervision  and  this  is  usually 
arranged  with  the  chest  physician  for  both  them  and  their  contacts. 
For  other  positive  reactors  to  the  tuberculin  test  it  is  sufficient  to 
arrange  an  annual  attendance  for  X-ray. 

The  Mass  Radiography  Service  is  available  to  inhabitants  of 
the  Uttoxeter  Urban  and  Rural  Districts  on  the  2nd  Tuesday  of 
each  month. 

An  X-ray  is  of  course  part  of  the  medical  examination  for  all 
Council  employees. 

PROPHYLAXIS  AGAINST  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

As  you  are  aware  the  Staffordshire  County  Council  is  the 
responsible  authority  throughout  the  county  with  regard  to  im¬ 
munisation  and  vaccination. 

In  this  section  of  the  annual  report,  however,  it  is  customary  to 
include  for  your  information  the  numbers  in  your  district  in  the 
various  age  groups,  who,  according  to  the  records  held  in  the  Area 
Health  Office,  were  protected  against  infectious  diseases  during  the 
year  under  review. 

Towards  the  end  of  1965  following  the  recommendation  of  the 
sub-committee  on  poliomyelitis  vaccine  the  Ministry  of  Health 
agreed  that  oral  poliomyelitis  vaccine  could  safely  be  given  at  the 
same  time  as  either  triple  antigen  or  diphtheria/tetanus  vaccine. 
Accordingly  the  schedule  of  protective  injections  offered  by  the 
Staffordshire  County  Council  during  1967  was  as  follows: —

A.  Sources  of  Supply 

(i)  Bramshall 

A  shallow  well  about  1J  miles  to  the  west  of  the  town. 
Ground  level  389  ft.  A.O.D.  Gathering  ground  chiefly 
pasture  land  on  sand,  gravel  and  clay. 

Collected  in  a  main  gauging  chamber  and  from  thence  by 
gravity  to  a  covered  reservoir. 

Minimum  yield  20,000  g.p.d.  not  including  25%  compensa¬ 
tion  water. 

(ii)  Somersal 

Series  of  chambered  springs  about  3  miles  to  the  east  of  the 
town.  Ground  level  about  395  ft.  A.O.D.  Gathering  ground 
mowing,  pasture  and  plough  land. 

Collected  into  a  main  gauging  chamber  and  from  thence  by 
gravity  into  the  town. 

Minimum  yield  30,000  g.p.d.  not  including  25%  compensa¬ 
tion  water. 

(iii)  Crumpwood 

Series  of  chambered  springs  known  as  the  Wood  Springs 
about  six  miles  north  of  Uttoxeter  on  the  north  side  of  the 
River  Churnet  by  Crumpwood  Weir. 

The  water  issues  through  fissures  in  the  rock  which  is  bunter 
sandstone  occurring  near  the  surface  at  this  point,  and 
covered  in  the  immediate  vicinity  by  clay  and  alluvial 
deposit.  The  Springs  lie  at  the  foot  of  the  steep  wooded 
slope  at  the  north  side  of  the  valley,  which  is  here  largely 
covered  with  sand  and  gravel.  The  water  flows  by  gravity 
to  the  pumpwell  about  200  yards  away. 

The  total  minimum  yield  is  approximately  360,000  g.p.d. 

(iv)  Hulme  Spring  Boreholes 

Two  100  ft.  deep  12  in.  diameter  boreholes  have  been  com¬ 
pleted  at  Hulme  Springs  together  with  a  9  in.  diameter  main 
to  deliver  the  water  at  the  Pumping  Station  at  Crumpwood. 
The  minimum  yield  is  400,000  g.p.d. 

B.  Quality 

Samples  of  chlorinated  water  have  at  all  times  been  satis¬ 
factory. 

With  regard  to  raw  water  samples,  the  supply  from  Somersal, 
which  is  in  Derbyshire,  continues  to  be  unsatisfactory.  It  has  been 
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agreed,  however,  to  leave  the  matter  in  abeyance  until  the  water 
undertaking  passes  to  the  South  Staffordshire  Waterworks  Com¬ 
pany. 

Plumbosolvency 

Bramshall  well  is  the  only  source  reported  to  be  liable  to 
plumbosolvency.  This  source  is  comparatively  small,  however, 
and  is  mixed  with  another  much  larger  source  of  higher  pH  value. 
The  pH  value  of  the  mixed  water  is  6.9,  so  further  measures  with 
regard  to  the  Bramshall  source  are  not  required.

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The  number  of  dwelling  houses  at  Christmas  1967  in  Uttoxeter 
Urban  District  was  2,977  and  all  but  six  of  these  were  supplied  with 
main  water  into  the  houses,  none  being  supplied  by  standpipe. 

OPEN  AIR  SWIMMING  POOL 

This  Council  own  and  operate  an  open  air  heated  swimming 
pool  with  divers’  pool  and  a  paddling  pool  adjacent.  The  pro¬ 
vision  of  separate  pools  for  the  various  swimming  activities  follows 
modern  practice  and  obviates  the  dangers  both  for  divers  and 
swimmers  in  a  multi-purpose  pool. 

The  three  pools  are  each  built  in  reinforced  concrete.  The 
main  swimming  pool  is  110  feet  long  by  50  feet  wide  varying  in 
depth  from  3  to  6  feet. 

The  diving  pool  is  40  feet  by  40  feet  and  12  feet  6  inches  deep. 
The  children’s  pool  is  kidney  shaped  having  a  greatest  length  of 
64  feet  and  a  depth  of  approximately  15  inches. 

Water  in  the  three  pools  is  filtered  through  a  battery  of  diato- 
maceous  earth  filters,  the  whole  of  the  water  in  the  diving  and  main 
pool  being  filtered  in  eight  hours  whilst  the  water  in  the  children’s 
pool  is  ‘turned  over’  every  six  hours.  After  passing  through  the 
filters  the  water  is  heated  in  two  calorifiers,  the  heat  being  obtained 
from  a  gas  boiler  having  an  output  of  910,000  B.T.U.’s  per  hour 
and  connected  to  the  public  supply.  Before  passing  to  the  pools 
the  water  is  sterilized  by  the  injection  of  chlorine  gas,  the  pH  of  the 
water  being  controlled  by  dosing  with  soda  ash. 

A  water  sample  taken  during  the  year  under  review  was  satis¬ 
factory. 


SEWAGE  AND  SEWERAGE  DISPOSAL 

During  the  year  the  question  of  an  extension  to  the  present 
inadequate  sewage  and  sewerage  disposal  works  was  again  con¬ 
sidered.  By  the  end  of  the  year  agreement  had  been  reached  and 
the  necessary  work  put  in  hand. 
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HOUSING

During  the  year  3  pre  war  properties  and  7 1  post  war  erected 
dwellings  became  vacant  and  were  re-let. 

Ten  properties  occupied  by  Birmingham  families  under  the 
overspill  agreement  became  vacant,  but  due  to  lack  of  nominations 
from  Birmingham,  one  or  two  of  these  vacancies  were  allotted  to 
local  families. 

Eleven  transfers  of  tenancies  were  approved,  two  exchanges  of 
accommodation  were  completed  between  local  tenants,  and  one 
exchange  between  a  Rocester  family  and  a  Uttoxeter  family  was 
completed. 

There  was  no  house  building  programme  during  the  year. 
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Seven  families  were  re-housed  in  accordance  with  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  Housing  Act  1957,  and  2  Council  owned  cottage 
properties  were  closed  due  to  their  being  classed  as  unfit. 

The  Council  continued  its  policy  of  making  Council  Houses 
available  for  sale  and  nine  were  sold  to  existing  occupiers,  and  three 
with  vacant  possession. 

For  the  first  time  a  lodger  charge  rent  was  introduced  as  from 
January  1st.,  this  providing  a  fairly  reasonable  extra  rent  income. 

The  welfare  type  of  accommodation  at  Heath  House  continued 
to  be  in  demand  and  four  of  these  became  vacant  during  the  year. 
Attendance  at  the  Community  Centre  continued  to  increase  despite 
an  unsettled  period  when  the  appointed  Warden  broke  a  leg,  which 
unfortunately  later  made  her  retirement  a  necessity. 

During  the  Summer,  residents  at  the  Community  Centre  made 
their  annual  visit  to  Tamworth,  whose  old  age  pensioners  repaid 
the  visit  later  in  the  year. 

Early  in  the  year,  all  housing  applicants  received  a  circular 
asking  them  to  renew  their  registration  forms  if  they  still  wished 
to  pursue  their  housing  applications,  and  as  was  expected,  this 
resulted  in  a  large  number  of  cancellations,  reducing  the  actual 
number  to  147,  but  by  the  end  of  the  year  the  overall  total  had 
slightly  increased  to  155,  classified  as  follows.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SENIOR  PUBLIC  HEALTH 

INSPECTOR

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  on  the  work  of  the 
Public  Health  Inspectorate  for  the  year  1967. 

Once  again  difficulties  were  experienced  in  relation  to  refuse 
disposal  at  the  by-pass  refuse  tip.  A  full  report  on  the  operation 
of  the  tip  was  presented  in  June,  and  a  recommendation  was  made 
that  mechanical  equipment  be  purchased  to  enable  more  satis¬ 
factory  control  of  the  tip,  to  be  achieved. 

A  machine  was  eventually  purchased  in  June  1968,  and  is 
working  satisfactorily. 

The  Council’s  programme  for  the  clearance  of  unfit  houses  is 
now  virtually  completed  and  efforts  should  be  concentrated  on  the 
improvement  of  sub-standard  houses,  which  although  not  unfit 
for  human  habitation  lack  necessary  amenities.  These  houses  are 
often  referred  to  as  “twilight  properties”  and  if  not  improved  and 
repaired  would  in  a  few  years  become  unfit  and  require  clearance. 

Improvement  now  could  prolong  the  life  of  these  properties 
and  provide  decent  living  conditions  for  the  occupants. 

The  operation  of  the  Food  Hygiene  (Market,  Stalls  and 
Delivery  Vehicles)  Regulations  1966,  has  been  difficult  at  the 
Produce  Market  because  the  onus  of  providing  washing  facilities 
etc.,  has  been  placed  on  the  individual  stall  holders. 

In  my  opinion  the  Regulations  should  have  prohibited  the  sale 
of  certain  foods  from  open  stalls,  but  under  the  circumstances 
every  effort  is  made  to  secure,  so  far  as  is  practical,  compliance  with 
the  Regulations. 

Mr.  T.  W.  Wood,  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector,  was 
successful  in  obtaining  an  appointment  with  Cheadle  Rural  District 
Council  and  terminated  his  employment  at  the  end  of  December. 
I  would  express  my  appreciation  of  the  work  done  by  him  and  wish 
him  success  in  his  new  appointment. 

I  would  also  record  my  appreciation  of  the  work  done  by  my 
deputy,  Mr.  H.  Nutter,  and  my  Clerk/Typist  Miss  R.  Hodgkins.

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REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 
Collection 

Eight  men  are  employed  on  full  time  refuse  collection.  They 
work  in  two  teams  of  four  men  each  team  using  a  16/18  cubic  yard 
Shelvoke  and  Drewry  fore  and  aft  tipping  vehicle. 

Except  for  Bank  Holiday  periods  a  weekly  collection  has  been 
maintained  throughout  the  Urban  District. 

Refuse  from  some  narrow  streets,  isolated  houses  and  farms 
is  collected  weekly  by  two  men  using  a  small  Morris  Eagle  dual 
purpose  side  loader.  This  machine  is  also  used  for  trade  waste 
paper  collection  and  serves  as  a  useful  “stand  by”  machine. 

Disposal 

All  refuse  is  taken  to  the  by-pass  tip  where  “semi-controlled” 
tipping  is  carried  out.  One  man  is  employed  full  time  on  the  tip, 
no  mechanical  equipment  is  used  but  as  previously  reported  the 
increase  in  the  volume  of  refuse,  together  with  the  steady  advance 
of  the  tip  towards  houses  in  Park  Street  emphasises  the  need  for 
more  adequate  control  of  the  tip  to  minimise  the  nuisance  from 
smoke,  smells,  and  vermin. 

Despite  every  effort  to  control  the  tip,  nuisance  from  flies  did 
arise  and  on  one  occasion  fire  necessitated  the  hire  of  a  mechanical 
excavator  to  isolate  the  affected  area. 

Complaints  were  made  by  people  living  in  the  Park  Ssreet 
area  concerning  the  nuisance  from  flies  and  smoke,  and  con¬ 
sequently  a  full  report  on  the  operation  of  the  tip  was  made  to  the 
Council. 

The  major  source  of  nuisance  is  the  burning  of  industrial  and 
trade  waste,  and  to  help  control  this  an  incinerator  cage  was  erected. 
This  has  reduced  the  amount  of  paper  blown  onto  the  by-pass  road 
and  adjoining  land  and  allows  limited  storage  when  the  wind  is  in 
the  Park  Street  direction. 

Demonstrations  of  three  suitable  mechanical  shovels  were 
held  on  the  tip  but  at  the  end  of  the  year  no  decision  had  been  made 
to  purchase  equipment. 

Salvage 

Collections  of  trade  waste  paper  were  made  each  week  when¬ 
ever  possible.  A  small  annual  charge  based  on  the  time  usually 
taken  to  collect  is  made  for  this  collection  service. 

The  equipment  used  at  the  salvage  depot  was  an  old  manually 
operated  baler  inefficient  and  slow  in  operation. 

Due  to  the  impending  demolition  of  the  Brewery  Yard  Mak¬ 
ings,  the  salvage  depot  was  cleared  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  the 
trade  waste  paper  now  collected  is  taken  to  the  refuse  tip  for  burn¬ 
ing. 

Abandoned  Vehicles 

As  a  result  of  informal  action  approximately  twenty  vehicles, 
abandoned  or  apparently  abandoned,  were  removed  from  Council 
owned  land. 
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PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT 

A  rodent  operative  is  employed  for  duties  in  both  the  Urban 
and  Rural  areas  and  works  under  the  supervision  of  your  Public 
Health  Inspectors. 

Throughout  the  district  a  free  service  of  rodent  disinfestation  is 
provided  for  residential  property,  while  the  cost  of  the  work  at 
business  premises  is  rechargeable.  In  six  cases  contracts  have  been 
entered  into  for  disinfestation  work  at  business  premises.

Co-operation  from  the  stall-holders  was  generally  good 
although  there  was  a  marked  reluctance  among  the  fruit  and 
vegetable  stall-holders  to  the  provision  of  hand-washing  facilities. 

The  washing  facilities  provided  by  the  stall-holders  are  small 
portable  hot  water  containers  fitted  with  hand  bowls.  These  no 
doubt  comply  with  the  regulations,  but  their  adequacy  is  debatable 
and  cannot  compare  with  permanent  facilities. 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1955 

It  was  necessary  to  report  on  one  offence,  the  sale  by  a  butcher 
of  faggots  affected  with  mould. 
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The  faggots  were  supplied  by  a  firm  outside  the  district  and  the 
offence  was  probably  the  result  of — 

(1)  the  faggots  being  3  days  old  when  delivered  and  5  days 
old  when  sold. 

(2)  bad  storage  by  the  butcher. 

(3)  a  failure  by  the  butcher  in  stock  rotation. 

After  consideration  of  the  circumstances  the  Council  decided 
to  send  warning  letters  to  the  parties  concerned.
